A Striking Article on the Work

FIVE years ago The Salvation Army 
accepted the rcsponslMlity for llic 
care of the pcupJc of the I'clantocn- 
gnn Leper Colony, i-'or some titiio 
previously The Ami)-, sccitig that 
lepers wci* outcasts and ibat nobody 
cared for them, had resoh-cd to under- 
take this work, ninl niany journeys were 
made to try aud rmj a suilable spot for 
this purpose, but in v-aiii. It was then that 
the Javanese Govcnitncnc, realizing that 
The Army was especially fiUcd for the 
work, made their offer of Pclantocngaii. 
The sitimtion ot the Colony is gspt- 
cially suitable for lepers as, altliougli (be 
rainfall is heavy, tbc climate for Java is 
dry and heahby. I vvouJd like to describe 
the Colony to you, 

Lying in a valley amidst everlasting 
greqn, surrounded by high iiills, willt wclU 
]aid-out garcienS, s|iringiiig founlainsr and 
shingle roofs, the first iniijression one fiets 
is that oi the beauty ot its snrrounilingg. 
Later, when one has iiindc .1 tonr of the 
Colony, and seen (lie paltcnCs, many of 
them crippled 3iid helpless, n feeling of 
depressions is exiierienccd. After a short 
stay,howcvcr, one m;irvel5 at lhc [>aliciils 
and cheerfulness- -witli which thcy bear

I Wc mtist not forgtt that these people arc ilie ouicasts of society. 
The majority of them, wfacn they came to Pclantocngaii, having kft tbcjr 
friends and relatives for the last time. Shniined and ftircd by ihcir 
rclattves and the world at large, they have withdrawn themselves t^ this 
refuge, -with no other hope than to make ibcir lives as endurable as 
possible. FrotB time lo time thcy sec their co(iirade.<; in nniietlon n 
to the grave,. themselves helping to pTcp:ir»; (he coflin, well knowiy 
sooner or later the same lot awaits them. 

Meeting their Spiritual Needs 

Although certain regulations .ire ncccss.in.- for the smooth running 
of all institutions^ here they are reduced to n miniiiiiiin, :iiicl wv rely more 
upon the cO'Operation of the pcoi>lc imfler our care than ujioii nuy 
wnltcn rtilcs and regulations. Seeing ihat they have been <leprivcd of 
ihcir liberty to move about in the world -ii will, wl- sirivc ihiii on ibi- 
Colony they shall feel the loss of this as liitic as possible, and so make 
the place a Home, rather than an institution, 

f wilt describe what is done for the physical lu-cd.s of (he riiitieiils. 
The Colony is divided into two deparimemp. Kuroiieaii and Javanese, 
separated from each other by a river. Three OJticcrs are in il:uly pLrsoiifil 
contact with the patients. One is responsible 'o the doctor for Ijandag. 
ing the wounds, and all that has to do with the sicknesses to vvliicli Hie 
patients are liable : the others have the oversight of lln; two depart nit ins. 
VVorf- begins at 6 a.fti., when all patients who are .ilile to walk conic- tu 
the bandaging.room to have their wmmds ilre.<^scd. Tins is carriutl mit 
by the naiive oppassers and hahocs under the overstphl ui Hn- omci-r 
responsible. Others who are unable to walk so far arc bandaged later in 
llie day in their own quarters. After the bandaging is fintshctl. wJiich is 
then .ibmit eight o'clock, the doctor begins bis roiiuds ami gives ms 
mslructions as rcgnrds treatment and medicine. mcanH'hile Ihe ni ler 
Officers are busy with the distribution of medicines and food and lie 
oversight of cleaning operations, each day of the week having =1^ 
allotcd work. , ■

Among the musicians art, 
two Javanese and a Chinaman, The Band 
is the admiration of all who -visit tlie 
colony. It is really wonderful how people^ 
who are so haiieippcd by Inaimcd and in- 
sensitive fingers, can prodiice such bcaiiti 
fill mtisic. The Colony also possesses t■^vo 
v(;ry good gramaphoiicf, wliicb help to 
while aivay many a lonely hour. 

Recreations 

Feast days arc always days of soeiil 
gaibcriugs, wiib irmoccnt amtisemcnts, as 
iiri; also the patients* birthdays. A car- 
penter's shop is provided for those tvhu 
have liibles in that direction, white others 
occupy ihcir lime with making frclwOrk 
fratiies and ditTcrcnt knick-knacks. It is a 
pity that tbc work of the lepers is unsalc- 
Eibtc on account of its being infected. 

Some of the patients take an interest 
in gardening and occupy their time in 
raising vegetables and flowers— some o£ 
the latter being choice. I must not for- 
get to mention the schoolmaster, who, 
w.iih the help of his wife, imparts instrcc 

lion in the three R's to seventeen hoys, so that altlinuph lepers iheyi ^j 
be idtlc lo help themselves in after lile. 

For bodily exercise a' space has been cleared and turfed Uhere on 
line iiftcrnooiis yon may find both Europein'! and Javanese united in 1 
friendly game of football. The patients arc illowed to go out walldiig> 
once a fortnight, under lhc guidance of one of the Officers; the Javanese ' 
cspeci.illy avail themselves of this privilege, l-or those who atv^^ 
sttidionsly inclined, there is a library, but tbii is not very niiicli iised^ thcf^ 
patients preferring ilic daily and illustrated papers which vvl receive ' 

.^11 that I have mentioned so far refers to the mcntnl ind physical 
welfare of the patients, but in Army Institittion the ill-onporlant que;.- " 
lion is how to' benefit the people for Eternity. i 

The Europeans liave not freely responded to the efforts put forf'i'"^^ 
for them in this dircelioii, but among the Jivancsc the result*; b.ive be ^ 
mtiR- encouraging. Every Thursday evening wc gather the Jlildr "^j"" J 
io(£e(h<jr. both European and Jav.-vncsc for a time to themselves It is ' 
kind of Hand of (,ove, hut the children 1, fingers are so deformed that i^ 
is impoj^HiliJe to teach thcin to do anything with Iheir hands, so thj 
Officers leach them games. \ 

How the Colony is Operated 

ReguJar meetings arc held among the Javanese patients, jtid it i 
an iuspjinlioii to hear them sing and sec their happy faces m the mcef 
ings. Wc Iiavf abom thirty converts; having, tliinng lhc last year, loii 
quite a large number through death. ThciT sufftmiga nre ended, ani^ 
one cannot but feel that they arc better off It is something to be ahW 
to bring hope for another life into the hearts of those who have 110 moi ^Im 
hope for ibis,' and surely, if anyone needs consotation for this Htid bupL -^f 
for Ibc future life, it ts the leper. I am glad to say that our meetings are " I 
a means to this end. 

I might add that to keep the spiritual firc burning, prayer meetings 
:irc held three cvcnings a week in different wards before the people go j 
lo bed. This is especially to help those who, through weaknehs of body, ■ 
are not able to a[tcn.d the ordinary^ meetings, _ !

A record Harvest Festival 
Would be a demonstration not only 
of our zeal and devotion tp The 
Array, hut of aUection and sympathy 
for our Leader, Shall it be so?

Some enterprising Officers have 
already smashed their targets, and 
1 must say that in spite of the war's 
depressing influence on commercial 
life and the fact that the forecasts 
predict but an average harvest, the 
spirit of the Officers and the pros- 
pects generally arc very cncoura^ng. 

Circumstanees this year arc 
againFt UB, there is no doubt about 
it, but that will only enhance the 
brilliancy of the victory which I feel 
Sure we shall secure.
